Political affillation 
cannot be a vicarious atonement for 
crime. He who plunders the people is no 
less a criminal by reason of political belief 
or religious creed. Officials are not elected 
to prosecute only political opponents, but 
to enforce the law impartially against all 
offenders. The prosecutor who uses his of- 
fice to punish enemies, of reward friends 
abuses the trust reposed in him. One of 
ithe rights of the state is to have the laws 
impartially enforced against all offenders, 
be tehy high or low, rich or or. 

As strange as it may seem, the state has 
some rights. We hear much of the rights 
of an accused, but nothing at all of the 
rights of the public. The object of pun- 
le eng crime is to protect society. and when 
we come to the point where the stat has 
no rights in the proceedings. and the de- 
fendant all, then the criminal statutes 
might as well be repealed. A defendant 
shculd be accorded every right due by 
justice and by law, but the rights of the 
state should not be lost sight of in doing 
so. The rights of theaccused are sacred. 
ard should be zeilously guarded, but the 
rights of the public are likewise sacred and 
should be carefully] defended. Public plun- 
derers ecoff at the rights of the public 
and hold public statutes in contempt—un- 
less they are given some right by a stat- 
ute, then that statute is to them a sacrad 
ree to be used as a cloak for their vil- 
anty. 

The touch of the unclean dollar has con- 
taminated our legislative halis. The cu 
nidity of consclenceless public servants and 
the extent of the venality existine among 
sworn maker of the law is alarming. 
Such conditions as have been exposed here 
will not be tolerated by a self-respecting 
free people. Such is the insolerce of cor. 
ruptioniets that even now we hear them 
tauntingly demand of the people. “What 
are vou «coling to do about it?" With the 
good people of Missouri united the cor- 
ruptionists will be buried under an ava- 
anche of civic righteousness. It takes two 
to make a bargain. and corrupt men cannot 
retdin full power for evil without the con. 
sem of the people. 

The camoaign against public plunderera 
who have attemoted to nrostitute the func. 
tions of the state to their own vicious ends 
is well under way. The geht ie on, and 
every citizen must march either under the 
fac of decency or the banner of iniquity. 
No middle ground is possible, for there can 
be no compromise for cerruntion. Those

The German government was represented by two 
specialists, and France instructed its represent- 
ative to study and report the methods of the 
Young Men's (ristlan Association 3 rajl- 
road men. The mi'eage traveled by the delegates 
exceeded 2,000,000. Free transportation was fur- 
nished by the railroad companies to all delegates, 
the value orf which would be $60,000, and the 
concessions made by the Pullman company would 
exceed 65000.
